they are assuming that Dean 
gave the Nixon committee the 
information on Mrs. Hoback’s 
confidential interview unless 
Dean tells them otherwise! 

Dean denied this yesterday 
through White House spokes- 
taan Warren, who added that 
Dean did not have the infor- 
mation about the Hobaek in- 



terview when Mrs. Hobaek 
says she was questioned by 
Nixon committee attorneys. 

Warren said that he was 
“flatly”, denying the possibility 
that Dean was the source of 
the information to the Nixon 
Committee. 

, DeVan L. Shumway, the 
Nixon committee spokesman, 
supported this yesterday by 
saying that “the information 
that Mrs. Hobaek had had a 
private discussion with the 
FBI did not come to the com- 
mittee from Dean or the FBI. 
'It came from employees of the 
committee with whom she had 
1 discussed her separate inter- 
tview.” _ , 

Mrs. Hobaek said in her affi- 
davit that “to my knowledge I 
bad not informed anyone of 
my interviews with the FBI 
afrd the interviews were in 
confidence and no one else 
kne w.” , ' 

She told a reporter Monday. 
'Yoirrdo something in confi 
den ce and it shatters you a lit 
tie 'to' learn it’s been broken.’ 
She' said! she did not know 
who broke that confidence.
